courts. -He was held until the 'check 
was pronounced good by the officers of 
the company and payment secured. 


An affidavit was filed In which Clark 


swore that he could not set a fair and 
Impartial trial before .lurlge Edward 
O'Rourke ami Judge R. K. Erwln was 
appointed to hear the testimony but 
no trial was had fur the reason that on 
account of illness in his family Attor- 
ney John W. Jiggeman could not be 
present and represent the prisoner.

To-make provision for Fort Wayne's garbage is one 


tof the first essential steps of the movement for im- 
proved sanitation in Fort Wayne. A disease-incubat- 
ing, fly-breeding, stench-producing garbage heap in 
ten thousand backyards of Fort Wayne is a condition 
that cannot lend itself readily to any general scheme 
of-sanitation. 


The establishment of a new system of taking care 


of.garbage is prerequisite to the larger plan of sewer 
improvement and river cleaning. 
And, notwithstand- 


ing that it'is a big matter, the cost of it will be no bur- 
'den to the city. There can be no rational and effica- 
cious program, of sanitary improvements that does not 
embrace this feature. It is not a project that will in- 
volve the expenditure of a stupendous sum, or that 
will require years to develop, or that future genera- 
tions should be called upon to pay for. The need is 
immediate, the plan should be inaugurated now. 
It 


will require but a -few months to put the city in pos- 
session of adequate facilities for keeping the garbage 
problem solved once it is determined that a solution 
is to1 be had.

PROPHYLAXIS OP FOURTH OP JULY TETANUS. 


Eight tons of gold plate worth $15,000.000 burdened 


the tables at the royal banquet in Buckingham palace 
last night when King George wined and dined tke 
visiting royalties and the envoys to the coronation. It 
was a scene of imperial splendor such as the worlS 
perhaps never before has looked upon. Pauper Lon- 


don, in the squalor of its rags, in the filth of its ken- 
nels, in the aenemia of its starved and degenerate bodies 
should have stirred itself from its brutish sleep this 
morning feeling that last night's royal splurge fur- 
nished it a whole lot of what it is living for. The re- 
flection that fifteen millions worth of gold plate is 
locked in the royal vaults will sooth any empty belly 
not too shiftess to take thought upon it, and digestion 
of the fact that these coronation flummeries are cost- 
ing enough to feed all the paupers in England for a 
year ought to impart complacency to a million stom- 
achs that have little else to digest. Still, there is oa 
casion for neither pessimism nor cynicism. The world, 
whether it. be noble or pauper, must have its show, 
and England is of certitude just now giving the great- 
est show on earth. 


The city of Minneapolis has begun to deal rationally 


arid humanely with the chronic drunkards of that com- 
munity and instead of sending them to jail and the 
workhouse treats them for alcoholism. According to 
a recent statement by the mayor of that city seventy- 
five once helpless and hopeless men have been cured 
of the drink disease and of these a large number are 
jw,v <jood citizens supporting themselves by their in- 
,- ....... nvKj holding a position r>f decency and regard j 


i:i !' .-• -r.;-Humify. Near a hundred inebriate? set upon 
their ft a r.nd made self-supporting is a great achieve- 
ment, but to convert them into self-respecting and use- 
ful as well as respected and honored members of so- 
=cicty is infinitely a greater achievement—one that is 


worth many fold the cost of doing it. And the pub- 
lic expense of doing this is much less than the pub- 
lic expense of keeping them down and paying for 
their maintenance while the irrational and inhumane 
process is going on.

cheaper way.

We have every reason to hope that the annual crop of 


tetanus cases will not bo so large after this Fourth of 
July celebration as in previous years, for the "sane 
Fourth" movement seems to show a healthy growth, and 
tetanus occurs only in those places that still tolerate an 
insane Fourth. 
In 1909 there were reported 1,225 


blank cartridge wounds with 150 cases of tetanus, while 
in 1910, largely as a result of improved control of cele- 
bration by municipalities, only 450 
blank 
cartridge 


wounds were inflicted—a mere trifle—causing but sev- j 
enty-two cases of tetanus, of which about sixty-seven' 
were fatal. 
Even though this great improvement has 


taken place, we are still of the opinion that such com- 
fort,1 joy and patriotic fervor as may be yielded by the 
primitive custom of celebrating Independence day by 
explosives, is not worth the 131 lives and 2,792 injuries 
of greater or less severity which it cost 
last 
year. 


Enough others seem to be of the same opinion to assure 
a decreased expenditure of life, blood and cuticle for the 
1911 celebration, but not enough to reduce this to zero. 


It is still necessary to impress on -practicing physi- 


cians the fact that, however many accidents may occur, 
the loss of life from tetanus is almost entirely prevent- 
able. 
Sixty-seven deaths from tetanus last year means 


that at least sixty-five lives might have been saved by 
prompt injection of antitoxin immediately after 
the 


wound was received. 
Undoubtedly in many cases this 


failure was caused by the neglect of the patient or his 
parents; but not a few failures, wa regret to say, rest on 
the shoulders of the at/lending physician. Surely, after 
all the years in which the danger of tetanus from blank 
cartridge wounds and the efficiency of tetanus antitoxin 
as a prophylactic have been heralded in the medical 
press, there is no reasonable excuse for such neglect. 
It should be remembered that the percentage of deaths j 
from blank cartridge wounds received in last year's cele-' 
bration was greater than from bullet wounds, only 10.2 
per cent, of the latter causing death, while 12.7 per cent, 
of the blank cartridge wounds were fatal. The experi- 
ence of each year, as to the Fourth of July injuries and 
ordinary traumas, strengthens the standing of tetanus 
antitoxin as a prophylactic agent, especially when given 
immediately after the wound is received. 
We would 


particularly emphasize, however, that antitoxin is not 
a substitute, but an accessory to thorough 
surgical 


cleansing, and also that the most thorough surgical care 
without antitoxin is not proof against tetanus when 
blank cartridge wounds are under consideration. 
It 


must be realized that the cleansing of these wounds is a 
major operation, which can be performed only under 
complete anesthesia. 
The few recorded cases in which 


antitoxin has failed to prevent tetanus after suspicious 
injuries have usually occurred when a local infection 
has permitted the tetanus bacilli to live in the tissues 
until such time as the antitoxin has been eliminated or 
destroyed: hence in cases in which suppuration takes 
place in the wound, repetition of the prophylactic injec- 
tion should follow at intervals o£ from eight to twelve 
days unt.il complete healing has taken place. 
Neither 


should antitoxin be omitted when patients are not. seen 
until the wound is several days old. but. rather it shoulr 
then be given in largo doses, for although not. certain t,< 
prevent tetanus wlmn given this late, yet if tetanus doe: 
arise the prognosis is decidedly better if antitoxin ha: 
been used. 


As to the curafivo treatment of tetanus, there stil 


fails to be any decided step in advance. The magnesium 
sulphat.p treatment contains an (ilninent. of danger whin 
should limit, its usr- for the- present, to large clinics and 
hospitals, where all conditions can be controlled, and 
where expert consideration ran h» given to the pro- 
cedure. 
Unsparing use of antitoxin is apparently advis- 


able after symptoms of tetanus have manifested them- 
selves, and a revinw of the world's literature on the use 
of antitoxin gives strong indication that, the intraspinal 
route is thn method of choice. Xot only is if, theoretical- 
ly advisable on the ground that antibodies injected into 
the blood are not secreted into the corebrospinal fluid in 
larpp amount, but, also because the clinical reports show 
a distinctly larger percentage of recoveries in cases in 
which the antitoxin has been given in this way.
